In forking we had to cut down the engine-shaft in several places, 
in order to replace the old pitwork with new, large, and stronger work ; put up 
a new strong balance-bob, fixed new pitworks, water-pipes, footway, doors in 
capstan-shaft, divided and cased the shaft from surface to the 90; also made a 
new footway on the course of the lode from the 30 to the 90, cleared and repaired 
adit and other levels, made tram-roads both at surface and underground, made 
new tram-waggons (the old ones all being corroded with the strong copper 
water). We cleared the 90 of stuff which was filled through the shaft and 
winzes to the 77 nearly.

There | 
is a decided feeling of hesitation existing, the next’ course prices | 
are likely to take being so very uncertain. Buyers are reluctant to | 
purchase, even when they can buy at reduced rates ; while sellers | 
are equally loth to press sales, and accept orders at any marked concessions. In 
looking at the present state of affairs, some of the chief reasons to which this | 
feeling of uncertainty is to be attributed is very palpable. For instance, in first | 
considering those circumstances which are likely to prove detrimental to the 
progress of the markets, in so far of not only keeping prices stagnant, but also 
that which may probably lead to a lower range of prices, is the unfavourable 
statistics of many metals. In some cases not only are stocks maintained in 
spite of the continued growth in the requirements of metals, but repeatedly 
is there a great and rapid increase, the influx of the supplies being more and 
more augmented, Then, again, contidence may perhaps have been rather 
shaken of late by a few failures which have been announced; how far the sus- 
pensions may affect other firms not being as yet fully known. Then political | 
news, although not giving any very great cause for anxiety, tends neverthe- | 
less to bear some slight adverse influence upon the markets, and also creates | 
a feeling of uneasiness, Lastly, advices from the Colonial markets are less satis- | 
factory than they have recently been. | 

From India the demand is said to be inactive, and lower prices have to be | 
accepted, and from America, owing to a less buoyant demand, sales can only be | 
carried out by reducing quotations, On the other hand, passing from the 
gloomy to the bright side of things, it is seen that although production has | 
been kept ahead of the wants of the trade, yet the demand has not fallen off; at | 
times it may and does assume a quieter aspect, but when returns show there | 
is no deficiency in the deliveries, but rather they are increasing, it becomes | 
evident that there is not a less actual amount of business doing, which, how- 
ever, instead of being concentrated in the hands ef a selected few as heretofore, 
is widely distributed amongst the trade at large, which causes, perhaps, the 
idea that there is less business being transacted, when in reality a greater num 
ber of orders are received. The next point which is likely to lead to a further 
development, not only in the fon: //e but also in the speculative demand, is the 
continued facilities of finance. Without any probability of dearer money, and 
without any apparent chance of any stringency in the money market, it does 
seem probable that with the present low range of prices, speculation will be 
encouraged, while, for the same cause, regular trade will be increased. Under 
these circumstances, both for and against the onward progress of prices, it is not 
surprising that a feeling of hesitation exists at the present time. However,

It was not until over two years that 
they were allowed to deal with that particular dynamite or to im- 
portmore. In 1871 the British Dynamite Company was formed to 
work the patent, and receive licences from the Home Office for the 
manufacture and sale of dynamite, but it did not commence that 
cale until 1873. The patentees had up to and since then been much 
impeded by adverse litigation from obtaining the benefits of the pa- 
tent, which had been extensivelv infringed on the Continent and 
elsewhere.
